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At  a  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  began  and 
held  at  Vandal ia  on  Monday  the  seventh  day  of  December, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

Mr.  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate  the  following  commu- 
nication from  the  Governor. 

MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

In  meeting  you  again  I  am  happy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to 
congratulate  you  on  the  continued  and  increased  prosperity 
of  our  country. 

Under  the  blessing  of  a  bountiful  Providence,  Illinois  is  fast 
ascending  in  the  scale  of  importance  and  will  in  a  short  time 
take  her  station  among  the  first  States  in  the  Union;  the 
steadiness  and  grandeur  of  her  onward  march,  will  however, 
in  a  great  degree,  depend  on  her  future  legislation. 

In  adopting  the  resolution  at  the  last  session,  recommend- 
ing a  call  of  the  Legislature  this  winter,  I  understand  the 
object  was,  to  obtain  a  just  and  equal  apportionment  of  Rep- 
resentation under  the  censns  taken  during  the  present  year, 
therefore  this  subject  will  doubtless  receive  your  earliest 
attention;  and  as  it  is  one  involving  local  interest,  which  expe- 
rience has  shown  to  be  full  of  difficulty  I  sincerely  hope  each 


one  of  you  will  meet  the  subject  in  that  spirit  of  harmony 
and  of  compromise,  which  is  indispensable  both  to  its  proper 
and  speedy  adjustment. 

There  are  two  other  subjects  of  deep  interest,  requiring 
your  immediate  action,  which  rendered  it  necessary  in  my 
judgment,  to  convene  the  General  Assembly  at  this  time,  the 
first  of  these  in  importance  is  the  canal.  It  will  be  seen  by 
the  correspondence  with  Gov.  Coles  President  of  the  board 
of  canal  commissioners  herewith  communicated,  that  the 
effort  to  obtain  loan  under  the  act  of  the  last  session  entirely 
failed.  I  therefore  trust  that  this  subject  will  receive  such 
consideration  as  its  great  importance  demands.  The  sale  of 
the  alternate  sections  by  the  United  States  in  the  canal  reser- 
vation at  Chicago  in  Jnne  last  furnishes  the  clearest  evidence, 
that  the  land  in  that  reservation  and  the  town  lots  in  Chicago 
owned  by  the  State,  may  be  safely  estimated  at  from  one  to 
three  millions  of  dollars,  and  as  the  work  progresses  their 
value  will  increase,  and  it  is  now  the  opinion  of  well  informed 
♦  persons,  that  with  judicious  management  a  sum  may  ultimately 
be  realised  from  them,  sufficient  to  cover  the  wThole  expense 
of  the  contemplated  canal;  if  however,  it  should  be  found 
otherwise,  I  feel  the  most  perfect  confidence  that  the  General 
Government  will  extend  its  appropriations  either  in  granting 
other  donations  of  lands  or  monies  to  enable  us  to  complete 
this  great  wTork,  which  combines  the  interests  of  so  many 
States,  that  it  is  universally 'admitted  under  every  aspect  of 
the  subject  to  be  an  object  of  the  first  national  importance. 

It  is  now  no  longer  to  be  dreaded  that  any  reasonable  sum 
of  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  this  canal, 
will  become  a  charge  upon  the  State  Treasury;  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  loan  be  authorised  on  a  pledge  of  the 
aith  of  the  state,  for  such  a  sum  as  you  may  in  your  discre- 
tion consider  proper  for  a  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  work, 
and  I  would  further  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  provision 
by  law  for  the  sale  of  lots  in  Chicago,  from  time  to  time,  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  on  such  loan;  by  this  means  you 
will  avoid  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  the  Treasury,  even 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  which  may  accrue.  The 
time  has  arrived  when  any  farther  postponement  of  this  sub- 
ject will  in  my  opinion  amount  to  a  violation  of  a  sacred  pub- 
lic trust  committed  to  our  care,  and  which  the  interest  of  the 
state  and  the  nation  admonish  us  to  preserve  inviolate.  I 
therefore  earnestly  hope  we  shall  all  unite  in  the  adoption  of 
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.some  efficient  measures  for  the  speedy  accomplishment  of  this 
object.  Regarding  this  great  work,  as  one  that  effects  deeply 
the  national  interest,  and  consequently  justly  entitled  to  that 
fostering  care  and  support  of  the  United  States  Government, 
which  it  has  hitherto,  and  if  required,  must  continue  to  receive, 
I  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  making  it  the  duty  of  those 
persons  who  may  be  charged  with  its  construction,  to  make 
reports  of  their  progress  to  the  National  as  well  as  the  State 
Government,  so  that  each  may  be  informed  of  the  expense, 
progress  and  character  of  the  work. 

As  to  the  size  and  description  of  the  proposed  canal,  my 
views  were  fully  expressed  in  my  message  to  you  a  year  ago, 
those  views  have  undergone  no  change,  on  the  contrary,  the 
importance  of  making  this  an  ample  channel  for  the  passage 
of  Steam  Boats,  has  been  fully  developed  by  the  fact,  that  the 
commerce  of  the  Erie  Canal  has  quadrupled  eveiy  five  years 
since  it  was  completed,  and  that  that  canal  is  now  found  insuf- 
ficient to  accommodate  its  commerce.  In  consequence  of 
which,  the  State  of  New  York,  is  about  widening  its  channel, 
which  will  be  attended  with  very  great  expense,  as  all  the 
locks  will  have  to  be  rebuilt.  In  addition  to  this  improvement 
two  other  channels  of  communication  from  Lake  Erie  to  the 
Ocean,  are  about  to  be  constructed,  one  is  the  rail  road  from 
the  Lake  to  the  North  River,  on  the  southern  border  of  New 
York;  the  other  is  a  ship  channel  around  the  Falls  of  Niagara, 
which  will  take  a  portion  of  the  trade  of  this  country  by  the 
Lower  Lakes  and  the  St.  Lawrence.  Should  the  commerce 
of  the  Lakes  continue  to  increase,  of  which  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  all  must  see  the  importance  of  constructing  this  work 
on  the  most  liberal  scale. 

Several  other  important  works  of  internal  improvements 
have  been  authorized  by  law,  and  many  others  are  spoken  of, 
which  the  commerce  and  rapid  growth  of  our  state  must  very 
soon  require  to  be  put  into  operation,  and  while  I  would  urge 
the  most  liberal  support  of  all  such  measures,  as  tending  with 
perfect  certainty  to  increase  the  wealth,  resources  and  pros- 
perity of  the  state,  I  would  at  the  same  time  most  respectfully 
suggest  the  propriety  of  leaving  the  construction  of  all  such 
woi  ks,  whenever  it  can  be  done  consistently  with  the  general 
interest,  chiefly  to  individual  enterprise.  Experience  has 
shown  that  capitalists,  merchants,  and  the  farmers  of  the  coun- 
try soonest  discern  the  necessity  and  importance  of  such  im- 
provements; and  while  the  state  can,  by  a  liberal  subscription 


to  the  stock,  (which  I  would  advise  in  all  cases,)  give  impulse 
to  work  undertaken  by  individuals,  it  may  make  a  safe  invest- 
ment of  its  funds,  such  as  will  pay  the  interest  upon  any  loan 
which  may  be  required,  and  render  as  much,  and  often  more 
service  to  the  country  than  by  undertaking  the  whole  work. 
By  keeping  this  policy  in  view,  we  shall  not  only  do  equal  jus- 
tice to  every  section  of  the  country,  but  observe  the  greatest 
economy  in  using  the  public  moneys,  and  avoid  the  fatal  error 
into  which  some  of  our  sister  States  have  been  seduced,  par- 
ticularly the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  broad  system  of 
internal  improvements,  while  it  is  elevating  her  character 
among  the  states  of  the  Union,  has  already  burthened  her  citi- 
zens with  an  enormous  debt,  amounting  to  between  twenty 
and  thirty  millions  of  dollars,  while,  as  yet  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  her  extensive  undertakings  remain  unfinished,  and 
others,  begun  without  proper  deliberation,  and  probaLly  for 
political  purposes,  are  unproductive  and  must  continue  so  for 
many  years  to  come. 

When  we  look  abroad  and  see  the  extensive  lines  of  inter- 
nal communication  penetrating  almost  every  section  of  our 
sister  states — when  we  seethe  Canal-boat  and  the  Locomotive 
bearing,  with  seeming  triumph,  the  rich  productions  of  the  in- 
terior to  the  rivers,  lakes  and  the  ocean,  almost  annihilating 
time,  burthen  and  space,  what  patriot  bosom  does  not  beat 
high  with  a  laudable  ambition,  to  give  to  Illinois,  her  full 
share  of  those  advantages  which  are  adorning  and  enriching 
her  sister  states,  and  which  a  munificent  Providence  seems  to 
invite  by  the  wonderful  adaptation  of  our  whole  country  to 
such  improvements. 

The  next  subject  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention,  is 
the  increase  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  State  Bank  chartered 
at  your  last  session.  The  second  section  of  the  charter  pro- 
vides for  an  increase  of  its  capital  stock  of  one  million  of 
dollars;  whether  it  was  intended  by  the  act  of  incorporation 
that  this  proposed  increase  of  stock  is  to  be  made  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Legislature  or  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  Bank,  is  a  subject  of  doubt;  and  as  there  has,  as  yet,  been 
no  vested  right  created,  the  present  appears  to  me  to  be  the 
most  favorable  period  for  legislative  action  in  relation  to  it,  as 
it  is  very  probable  if  the  Legislature  does  not,  that  the  Bank 
will  dispose  of  the  stock  before  the  next  session  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly. 

When  I  issued  my  proclamation  calling  you  together,  the 
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stock  of  the  State  Bank  was  worth  thirteen  per  cent  advance^, 
which  would  have  given  the  state,  on  a  sale  of  this  additional 
stock,  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars.  Since  then 
there  has  been  a  slight  depression  in  stocks,  which  it  is 
believed  will  soon  pass  off;  and  it  is  confidently  anticipated, 
from  the  peculiar  advantages  conferred  by  the  charter  upon 
the  stockholders,  that  the  Illinois  Bank  stock  will  very  soon 
rise  to  20  or  30  per  cent  above  par.  At  the  present  price,  a 
sale  of  this  stock  would  place  a  large  sum  in  the  State  Treas- 
ury, and  if  it  rises,  as  I  anticipate,  it  will  probably  produce 
from  100  to  300,000  dollars.  I  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend, that  a  law  be  passed  authorising  a  sale  of  this  reserved 
stock,  as  proposed  in  the  charter,  with  a  provision,  that  it  shall 
not  sell  for  less  than  10  per  cent  advance;  or  at  public  auction 
with  the  same  limitation,  and  as  much  more  as  can  be  obtained 
for  it,  and  that  the  premium  obtained  be  placed  in  the  State 
Treasury. 

The  most  rigid  observance  of  the  laws  should  be  required 
of  all  public  officers;  nothing  else  can  stop  the  lawless  spirit, 
that  seems  now  to  pervade  many  portions  of  our  country.  The 
influence  of  example  is  as  strong  and  pervading,  as  any  of 
nature's  laws;  and  when  men  in  high  stations,  or  who  are 
charged  with  the  execution  of  laws,  either  violate  or  disregard 
them,  violence,  confusion  and  anarchy  may  be  expected  on 
every  occasion,  that  disturbs  men's  passions. 

Uniformity  and  consistency,  are  necessary,  both  in  observ- 
ing and  making  laws,  and  as  the  people  do  not  anticipate  the 
passage  or  amendment  of  any  of  the  general  laws  of  the  state, 
except  at  regular  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  and  especially 
as  the  Treasury  is  embarrassed;  I  hope  all  may  see  and  feel 
the  necessity  of  using  the  greatest  economy  and  despatch  in 
the  discharge  of  our  public  duties  at  this  time. 

I  .therefore  most  earnestly  and  respectfully  recommend  a 
short  session,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  so,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  no  business,  except  that  for  which  you  have  been  cal- 
led together,  unless  it  be  of  the  most  urgent  nature,  be  attended 
to  during  the  present  session. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  allow  me  to  invoke  for  you  and 
our  beloved  country,  a  continuation  of  the  protection  and 
rich  blessings  of  an  overruling  and  merciful  Providence,  and 
once  more  ask  for  your  deliberations,  that  spirit  of  forbearance, 
conciliation, and  disinterestedness,  which  alone  can  make  them 
useful  to  our  country,  and  which  so  eminently  distinguishes 
the  patriot  statesman,  from  the  factious  partisan.

Whereas  In  all  representative  Government  the  sovereignty 
and  will  of  the  people  is  an  indisputable  principle,  they  have 
a.  right,  and  it  is  their  duty,  upon  all  proper  occasions,  when- 
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ever  they  deem  it  necessary  to  instruct  their  Representatives 
in  the  duties  which  they  require  them  to  perform  in  order  more 
fully  to  carry  their  will  into  effect. 
Therefore, — 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  instructed  to  vote  for  and  use  their  influence 
to  have  expunged  from  the  Journal  of  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate, the  resolution  passed  on  the  28th  day  of  March,  1834 
declaring  that  the  President  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late 
Executive  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  public  revenue,  had 
assumed  upon  himself  an  authority  and  power  not  conferred 
by  the  Constitution  and  laws,  but  in  derogation  of  both;  the 
same  having  passed  that  body  without  warrant  of  law. 

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  are  hereby  partic 
ularly  instructed  to  use  their  utmost  exertions  to  carry  into 
effect  the  object  of  the  above  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to 
furnish  each  of  our  Senators  in  Congress  a  copy  of  the  forego- 
ing resolutions. 

Mr.  Davidson  moved  to  lay  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
on  the  table; 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Williams  moved  to  refer  the  preamble  and  resolutions 
to  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary;  whereupon, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ewing, 

Said  preamble  and  resolutions,  were  committed  to  a  commit- 
tee of  the  Whole  House  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for 
to-morrow. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Snyder, 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate,  (the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring herein,)  that  the  surviving  Commissioners  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Kaskaskia  river,  be  authorized  to  meet 
and  settle  their  unfinished  business  and  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture all  the  transactions  of  the  Board  if  any  since  their  last 
report,  after  which  report  said  Board  may  be  dissolved.

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  OF  THE  STATE  OF 
ILLINOIS. 

DUTIES    OF    THE    SPEAKER. 

1.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding 
day;  shall  immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  pre- 
ceding day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  to 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from 
his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two  members,  on 
which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

3.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit: 
"As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  case  may  be,)  say 

aye;"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "As  many 
as  are  of  the  contrary  opinion,  say  no."  If  the  Speaker  doubt, 
or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide.  Those 
in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their 
seats;  and  afterwards,  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  Speaker 
still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall  name 
two  members,  one  from  each  side,  to  tell  the  members  in  the 
affirmative,  which  being  reported,  he  shall  then  name  two 
others,  one  from  each  side,  to  tell  those  in  the  negative,  which 
being  also  reported,  he  shall  rise  and  state  the  division  of  the 
Senate. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journal  be- 
fore it  be  read;  he  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall; 
he  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  be- 
yond an  adjournment. 

6.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case 
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they  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  and  if  upon  such  ballot  the 
number  required  shall  not  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given,  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  a  second  ballot,  in 
which  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  prevail;  and  in  case  a  greater 
number  than  is  required  to  compose  or  complete  a  committee, 
shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  Senate  shall  proceed 
to  a  further  ballot  or  ballots. 

7.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
lobby,  the  Speaker,  (or  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  Se- 
nate,) shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

OF   DECORUM    AND    DEBATE. 

8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and 
address  himself  to  "Mr.  Speaker,"  (not  moving  on  the  floor,) 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate,  and  avoid 
personality. 

9=  If  any  member  in  speaking  (or  otherwise,)  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member 
may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called 
to  order,  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain, and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  to  decide  on  the  case, 
but  without  debate.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the 
chair  shall  be  submitted  to;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if 
otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the 
censure  of  the  Senate. 

10.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once, 
the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  nor  more  than  once  un- 
til every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

12.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question  or  addressing 
the  Senate,  no  member  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  room, 
nor  in  such  case,  or  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  enter- 
tain private  "discourse,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall 
pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

13.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate  when  a  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Senate  shall,  for  spe- 
cial reasons,  excuse  him. 

14.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  Speaker,  or  being  in  writing,  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Secretary,  and  read  aloud  before  debate. 
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15.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  Speaker 
or  any  member  desire  it. 

16.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the 
Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  possession  ot  the  Senate,  but 
may  be  withdrawn  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

17.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone  to -a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to 
postpone  indefinitely;  which  several  motions  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  i'aey  are  arranged,  and  no  motion 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  postpone  indefinite- 
ly, being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day;  and 
at  the  same  s'age  of  the  bill  or  proposition,  a  moticn  to  ad- 
journ shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate;  and  a  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  words  of  a  bill 
shall  have  precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried, 
shall  be  deemed  equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

18.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  smoke  tobacco,  in  the 
Senate  chamber  while  in  session. 

19.  After  the  Speaker  has  called  the  Senate  to  order  on 
each  day,  there  shall  be  no  reading  of  newspapers  or  any 
other  documents,  that  do  not  immediately  concern  the  busi- 
ness for  which  the  Senate  is  convened. 

2J.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  when  requested  by 
any  two  members  when  present. 

21.  Every  bill  which  may  be  presented  by  any  committee 
or  member,  shall  be  separately  considered  by  the  Senate,  and 
shall  not  be  passed  in.o  a  law  until  the  same  shall  be  read 
on  three  different  days,  unless  in  case  of  urgency,  three-fourths 
of  the  Senate  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this 
rule. 

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  book  in 
which  he  shall  seasonably  record  the  motions,  resolutions,  rules 
and  decisions  of  the  Senate;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such 
other  acts  appertaining  to  his  office  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend 
the  Senate  during  its  sitting,  to  execute  the  commands  of  the 
Senate  from  time  to  time,  together  with  all  such  process  is- 
sued by  authority  thereof,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the 
Speaker. 

24.  The  following  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed, 
with  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise ;

Soint  Stales 

OF   THE

1.  While  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses, 
they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of 
either  House  (as  the  case  may  be)  respectively. 

2.  After  a  bill  has  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  enrolled 
before  it  is  presented   to  the  Council  of  Revision. 

3.  When  bills  are  enrolled,  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint 
committee  of  one  from  the  Senate  and  two  from  the  House 
of  Representatives,  appointed  as  a  standing  committee  for  that 
purpose;  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrolled  bills  with 
the  engrossed  bills  so  passed  by  the  two  Houses,  correct  any 
errors  which  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bills,  and  make 
their  report  forthwith  to  their  respective  Houses;  the  Secre- 
tary or  Clerk  having  previously  certified  on  the  margin  of 
the  roll,  in  which  house  it  originated. 

4.  After  examination  and  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed 
in  the  respective  houses,  first  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representative,  and  then  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

5.  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  Speakers  of 
both  houses,  it  shall  be  presented'  by  said  committee  to  the 
Council  of  Revision  for  their  approbation.    The  baid  commit- 
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tee  shall  report  the  day  of  presentation  to  the  Council  of 
Revision,  which  time  shall  b3  carefully  entered  on  the  journal 
of  each  house. 

6.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  which  are  to  be  presented 
to  the  Governor,  shall  be  previously  enroll  3d,  examined,  sign- 
ed and  presented  by  the  same  committee,  reported  and  an  en- 
try thereof  mads,  as  provided  in  case  of  bills. 

7.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  information  thereof  shall  be 
given  to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed. 

^  8.  When  the  consideration  of  any  bill,  memorial,  or  resolu- 
tion which  has  originated  in  one  house,  shall  be  postponed 
in  the  other  house  to  a  day  so  distant  that  it  will  not  be  ta- 
ken up  at  the  present  session,  the  house  in  which  such  bill, 
memorial,  or  resolution  shall  have  originated,  snail  be  forth- 
with informed  of  such  postponement. 

9.  When  a  bill,  memorial,  or  resolution  which  has  passed  one 
house  is  rejected  in  the  ot.ier,  it  shall  not  be  again  introduced 
during  the  same  session  without  a  notice  of  ttiree  days,  and 
leave  of  the  House  in  which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

10.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any    bill  or  resolution    shall   be  founded. 

11.  All  joint  elections  shall  be  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  members  shall  vote  viva  vpee  except 
where  the  constitution  has  provided  otherwise;  and  when  the 
election  is  by  joint  ballot,  the  speaker  shall  appoint  one  mem- 
ber of  each  House  as  tellers,  and  in  all  cases  a  majority  of  the 
votes  given  shall  be    requisite  to   constitute  an  election. 

1*2.  Each  House  shall  have  the  liberty  of  ordering  the 
printing  of  bills,  messages,  and  reports  without  the  consent 
of  the  other.

ent periods,  as  shown  by  the  statements  above  referred  to. 

In  relation  to  the  amount  due  from  the  General  Government, 
on  account  of  the  three  per  cent  fund,  there  is  no  data  upon 
which  I  could  predicate  any  correct  calculation,  the  account 
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has  not  been  settled  at  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United 
States,  since  July  1833.  But  the  large  amount  of  the  sales  of 
the  Public  Lands  in  this  State,  since  that  period,  will  entitle 
the  State  to  a  much  larger  amount,  than  they  have  received  for 
the  same  time  at  any  former  period. 

In  regard  to  the  lands  that  were  granted  to  the  State  for  Sem- 
inary purposes,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  statement  herewith  en- 
closed, from  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.

pointed in  the  quantity  of  land  sold  them —

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas, 

It  was  referred,  together  with  the  accompanying  Report 
aforesaid,  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

Mr.  Speaker  having  announced  that  a  certain  communica- 
tion heretofore  received  from  the  Governor,  was  on  Executive 
business,  the  doors  were  closed,  and  on  opening  the  doors, 

Mr.  Davidson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  pream- 
ble and  resolutions,  viz: 

Whereas,  during  the  last  war  with  England,  in  1312,  and 
during  the  great  political  struggles  of  1798,  1812,  1824,  and 
1828,  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  the  southern 
and  western  States,  a  great  majority  of  whom  are  now  against 
the  election  of  Mr.  Van  Buren,  and  engaged  in  support  of 
Hugh  L.  White  of  Tennessee,  were  of  the  Democratic  party, 
and  that  as  New  York  supported  Burr  against  Jefferson,  the 
great  apostle  of  liberty,  in  1781,  and  opposed  Madison  the 
war  President  and  Democratic  candidate  in  1314,  when  the 
safety  and  honor  of  the  country  and  success  of  the  war,  de- 
pended upon  the  Democratic  party,  and  opposed  Gen.  Jack- 
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son  in  1824.  and  voted  against  him  in  Congress  in  1825 — the 
people's  candidate,  opposed  to  Executive  patronage — and  as 
the  New  England  States,  now  supporting  Mr.  Van  Buren, 
have  always  been  on  the  federal  side  in  these  great  struggles 
for  popular  rights — therefore, 

Be  it  resolved.  That  we  repudiate  as  grossly  unjust,  the  false 
and  arrogant  claim  of  the  Van  Buren  party  to  exclusive  De- 
mocracy. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  the 
patriotism,  integrity,  and  Democratic  Republican  principles  of 
Hugh  L.  White  of  Tennessee. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  his  nomination  by  the  Legis- 
latures of  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi,  and  that  we 
earnestly  recommend  him  to  our  fellow-citizens  as  a  proper 
person  to  succeed  General  Jackson  as  President  of  the  United 
States. 

Resolved,  That  every  man  who  is  eligible  to  the  office  of 
President,  has  an  undeniable  right  to  become  a  candidate  for 
the  same,  without  the  intervention  of  caucuses,  and  conven- 
tions, and  that  we  deprecate  as  cruel  and  unjust,  the  attempts 
which  have  been  made,  and  are  now  making  hy  the  Van  Buren 
party  to  cast  opprobrium  upon  the  name  of  Judge  White. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  democratic  doctrines  as 
laid  down  by  Jefferson  in  1801,  and  by  Jackson  in  1829,  and 
that  we  disapprove  of  the  convention  system  attempted  to  be 
forced  upon  the  American  people  by  the  Van  Buren  party, 
and  believe  it  to  be  destructive  of  the  freedom  of  the  elective 
franchise,  opposed  to  republican  institutions,  and  dangerous  to 
the  liberties  of  the  people. 

Resolved,  That  we  view  the  continual  effort  of  the  sup- 
porters of  Mr.  Van  Buren  to  connect  him  with  the  popular 
name  of  General  Jackson,  whom  he  opposed  in  1 824  and  1 825, 
and  never  supported  until  the  people,  by  acclamation,  decla- 
red he  should  be  President,  as  an  evidence  that  he  has  no 
merits  of  his  own  to  recommend  him,  and  of  their  want  of  re- 
spect for  the  good  sense  and  independence  of  the  people.

That  on  this  day,  "the  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  impro- 
ving the  navigation  of  the  Illinois  River;" 

The  resolution  on  the  subject  of  granting  pensions  to  such 
persons  as  were  engaged  in  defence  against  the  Indians  pre- 
vious to  the  treaty  of  Greenville; 

The  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  sections  No.  16. 

The  resolutions  instructing  the  Senators  from  Illinois  to  vote 
for  expunging  from  the  journal  of  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  a  resolution  passed  28th  March,  1834,  disapproving  of 
the  conduct  of  the  President  of  the  United  States;"

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gatewood, 

Whereas,  there  was  granted  to  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  upon  their  ad- 
mission into  the  Union,  five  per  cent,  of  the  nett  proceeds  of 
all  the  public  lands  sold  within  the  State,  two-fifths  of  which 
was  to  be  laid  out  by  Congress  in  the  making  of  public  roads 
in  this  State;  and  whereas,  there  is  now  in  progress  through 
this  State,  a  continuation  of  the  Great  Cumberland  or  National 
Road,  which  proceeds  but  tardily,  in  consequence,  it  is  believ- 
ed, of  the  low  price  offered  for  labor  on  said  road; 

And  whereas,  also,  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
has  authorized  the  offering  of  much  higher  prices  for  labor  on 
the  Great  Red  River  Raft,  than  is  offered  on  the  aforesaid 
road — Therefore, 

Resolved^  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress be  requested  to  use  their  exertions  to  procure  such  pay 
for  labor  on  said  road  as  will  insure  a  vigorous  prosecution 
and  speedy  completion  of  the  road  through  the  State  to  Alton 
as  contemplated. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  in  our  opinion  an  act  of  injustice  to  the 
State  of  Illinois,  to  afford  greater  facilities  to  other  portions  of 
the  Union  in  the  vigorous  and  effectual  prosecution  of  public 
works,  than  has  been  afforded  to  this  State  in  the  instance  of 
the  road  above  alluded  to. 
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Resohed,  That  an  increase  of  pay  for  labor  on  the  National 
Road,  is  necessary,  in  order  to  procure  that  labor,  and  make 
the  work  in  any  reasonable  time. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  inform  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives thereof,  and  ask  their  concurrence  therein.

The  rule  of  the  Senate  was  dispensed  with,  and  said  bill 
was  read  a  second  time  by  its  title,  and 

On  the  further  motion  of  Mr.  McGahey, 

Referred  to  a  select  committee. 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  McGahey,  Ewing  and  Bond  be  that 
committee. 
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Mr.  Williams  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  for 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Wabash  and  Mississippi  Rail 
Road  Company;" 

Reported  the  said  bill  back  without  amendment; 

And  on  his  motion, 

Said  bill  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Strode,  from  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements 
to  which  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Governor's  message  re- 
lating to  internal  improvements,  reported  a  bill,  entitled 

"An  act  for  the  construction  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
Canal;" 

Which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 

Ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas, 

The  rule  of  the  Senate  was  dispensed  with*  and  said  bill 
was  read  the  second  time  by  its  title,  and 

On  the  further  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas, 

Laid  upon  the  table,  and  100  copies  ordered  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Strode  also  presented  a  report  from  the  committee  on 
Internal  Improvements,  on  the  same  subject,  which  was  read 
as  follows: 

The  committee  on  Internal  Improvement,  to  which  was  re* 
ferred  so  much  of  the  Governor's  Message  as  relates  to  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  beg  leave  to 

REPORT: 

That  they  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duty  in  re- 
lation to  the  subjectunder  consideration,  with  the  determination 
to  give  it  that  thorough  investigation  which  its  vast  importance 
to  the  interest  of  our  State  requires.  They  most  fully  con- 
cur in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Executive,  that  a  further 
postponement  of  this  contemplated  work,  would  "involve"  a 
violation  of  the  public  trust  committed  to  the  Legislature,  and 
would  impair  the  reputation  and  seriously  retard  the  prosperity 
of  this  flourishing  member  of  the  Confederacy.  Nature  has 
marked  out  the  line,  and  the  General  Government  has  furnish- 
ed the  means  of  carrying  into  effect  what  nature  has  designed, 
and  to  which  she  seems  to  have  invited  our  assistance.  Our 
sister  States  are  fast  outstriping  us  in  the  race  for  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  Internal  Improvements;  and  the  finger  of 
doubt  has  already  been  pointed  at  the  yet  dormant  energy  of 
Illinois.

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Believing  it  to  be  impossible  for  us  to  add  to  the  light  which 
the  councils  of  experience  and  the  wisdom  of  science  has  shed 
upon  the  expediency,  the  feasibility,  and  the  practical  utility 
of  the  work;  and  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  every 
work  that  tends  to  unite  the  North  and  the  South,  the  East 
and  the  West,  as  one  man — that  serve  to  make  the  interest  of 
one  portion  of  our  State  the  interest  of  every  portion  of  it; 
will  find  not  an  enemy  among  those  who  claim  the  right  of 
citizenship  among  us.  Your  Committee  have  confined  their 
deliberations  more  particularly  to  the  consideration  of  the 
most  practicable  and  efficacious  means  for  the  speedy  accom- 
plishment of  the  work  in  contemplation. 

The  various  plans  devised  for  procuring  those  means  are  fa- 
miliar to  all.  Your  Committee,  after  strict  examination  of  the 
several  plans  proposed,  would,  in  preference  to  all  others,  rec- 
ommend that  a  loan  for  a  sum  not  exceeding 

dollars  should  be  negotiated  for,  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  re- 
imbursable at  such  period  as  in  the  opinion  of  practical  finan- 
ciers, would  be  compatible  with  the  interests  of  the  State. — 
Your  Committee  fully  believe  that  the  value  of  the  Lands  ap- 
portioned to  the  construction  of  the  contemplated  Canal,  are 
adequate  and  ample  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  to  in- 
sure the  re-payment  of  the  loan,  without  imposing  any  addi- 
tional burthen  upon  the  people. 

By  contracting  this  loan,  the  commencement  and  efficient 
prosecution  of  the  work  would  be  placed  beyond  a  doubt;  and 
a  system  of  Internal  Improvement  be  formed  that  would  extend 
to  every  part  of  the  State,  developing  its  immense  resources, 
and  pouring  wealth  into  the  Treasury,  and  spreading  prosper- 
ity from  the  Lakes  to  the  Ohio,  and  from  the  Wabash  to  the 
Mississippi — a  steadily  advancing  value  would  be  put  upon 
property  both  of  the  State  and  of  individuals. 

In  recomending  the  negociation  of  this  loan,  your  Commit- 
tee have  before  them  the  example  of  other  States  of  the  Union — 
states  where  prejudice  and  jealousy,  were  doubly  armed 
against  such  a  measure,  and  when  nothing  but  the  most  untir- 
ing zeal  and  devoted  patriotism  could  have  succeeded — they 
did  succeed;  and  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  are  now  exult- 
ing in  honest  pride  in  the  foremost  rank  of  the  friends  of  In- 
ternal Improvement.  In  the  latter  State  not  less  than  twen- 
ty-three millions  of  dollars  of  State  debt  has  been  contracted 
by  means  of  loans  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  to  promote  the 
groat   objects    to  which  the  attention  of  this  Committee  has 
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been  called.  After  years  of  doubt,  and  fear,  and  anxiety,  she 
has  at  length  commenced  the  reaping  of  a  rich  harvest  for  her 
labors;  and  such  your  Committee  believe  will  be  the  cordial 
response  of  the  people  of  our  State,  when  a  liberal  system  of 
Internal  Improvement  shall  be  put  into  successful  operation. 

The  Committee  have  further  directed  their  attention  to  an- 
other subject — the  sale  of  the  Canal  Lands  of  the  State  con- 
nected with  the  matter  before  them:  and  their  examination  of 
this  part  of  the  subject  has  been  one  of  no  little  embarrass- 
ment; but  after  mature  deliberation,  they  have  come  to  a  con- 
elusion,  which  they  beg  leave  to  present  before  you.  Your 
committee  believe  that  a  sale  of  the  Canal  Lots  in  the  town  of 
Chicago,  including  those  proposed  to  be  laid  off  in  fractional 
section  fifteen,  (15)  adjoining  that  town,  the  sale  to  take  place 
as  speedily  as  practicable  hereafter,  would  subserve  the  inter- 
ests of  the  State  at  home,  and  insure  public  confidence  abroad. 

In  recommending  this  measure,  your  Committee  are  aware 
that  it  may  conflict  with  the  opinion  of  many  of  their  most  in- 
telligent and  patriotic  fellow-citizens;  but  they  trust  that  the 
more  their  views  are  investigated,  the  more  favorable  will 
they  find  those  who  now  differ  with  them  in  regard  to  those 
opinions.  If  the  loan  be  made  as  suggested  by  the  Commit- 
tee, and  the  lots  offered  immediately  for  sale,  and  the  lands  at 
a  suitable  time,  the  State,  it  is  believed,  will  realize  a  large  re- 
sidium  from  such  sales;  for  the  moment  the  first  practical  step 
towards  effecting  the  desired  object — the  first  foot  of  excava- 
tion that  is  made,  will  raise  the  lands  belonging  to  the  State  to 
a  price  beyond  the  calculation  of  its  most  sanguine  friends; 
and  that  price,  it  is  believed,  will  steadily  advance  as  the  work 
progresses.  Emigration  will  increase,  and  the  whole  line  of 
the  Canal  route,  and  the  country  bordering  upon  it,  will  soon 
be  filled  with  an  industrious  and  enterprising  people. 

Should  the  sale  be  postponed,  the  lots  belonging  to  the  State 
would  be  in  jeopardy,  as  regards  the  increase  in  value;  for  the 
emigrant  would  be  compelled,  from  the  uncertainty  of  tenure, 
to  seek  for  other  than  Canal  lots  on  which  to  make  his  location, 
or  commence  his  improvements;  this  is  already  the  case  to  a 
certain  extent. 

Should  this  proposition  meet  the  approbation  of  this  body, 
your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  time  and  terms  of 
sale  should  be  such  as  would,  to  some  extent  favor  the  honest 
and  industrious  settler,  who,  by  his  labor,  has  contributed  to 
enhance  the  value  of  Canal  property,  and  protect  him  from 
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the  foreign  speculator.  The  time  should  be  at  an  early  day, 
and  the  terms  your  committee  would  recommend  as  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  State,  are  in  substance  these:  One  fourth  the 
purchase  money  in  hand,  the  balance  in  three  annual  instal- 
ments, bearing  interest  at  per  cent.,  and  in  order  to  make 
the  State  doubly  secure,  let  the  terms  be  qualified  in  such 
manner,  that  in  case  of  a  failure  to  meet  any  payment  that 
may  be  due  for  the  lot  or  lots,  the  sum  or  sums  already  paid, 
together  with  such  lot  or  lots,  to  be  forfeited  to  the  State. 
Your  committee  would  further  suggest,  that  the  sale  be  made 
under  the  direction  of  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Your  committee  would  further  suggest  that,  the  more  effec- 
tually to  guard  against  fraud  and  combination  in  the  purchase 
of  the  lots,  it  would  seem  advisable  that  the  lots  to  be  sold 
should  be  first  appraised  by  suitable  persons,  under  suitable 
restrictions,  from  time  to  time,  and  immediately  preceding  the 
time  when  the  same  shall  be  offered  for  sale;  and  that  no  lots 
shall  be  sold  under  that  price  or  value  at  which  they  may- 
have  been  appraised;  and  in  order  that  actual  settlers  may  be 
encouraged,  and  the  remotest  chance  of  injustice  to  any,  be 
avoided,  your  committee  would  recommend  that,  in  case  such 
settler  be  unable  to  purchase  the  lot  at  the  time  the  same  be 
offered  for  sale,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  have  the  privilege  to  re- 
move their  buildings  oft  of  said  lot  or  lots.  They  would  re- 
serve to  the  State  all  water  power  now  existing  on  the  appro- 
priated lands,  and  all  such  as  may  hereafter  be  created  by  the 
construction  of  the  work,  as  also  the  right  to  take  such  stone 
or  timber  on  said  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  such  construc- 
tion. 

Although  your  committee  look  upon  the  Illinois  and  Michi- 
gan Canal  as  demanding  the  earliest  and  most  prompt  action 
of  the  Legislature  in  its  behalf,  in  the  first  and  most  important 
work  of  internal  improvement,  they  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing their  opinion  that  the  same  wise  policy  which  would 
induce  the  Legislature  no  longer  to  delay  this  work,  would  re- 
commend to  them  other  objects  of  a  like  nature,  and  of  but 
little  less  importance  to  other  portions  of  our  State.  There 
are  other  projects  of  internal  improvement  which  must,  of 
necessity,  form  a  prominent  part  of  the  great  system,  which 
your  committee  would  urge  upon  your  attention.  The  same 
reasoning  as  regards  the  expediency  of  their  construction, 
may,  with  almost  equal  force,  be  applied,  and  the  same  results, 
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•an  increase  of  wealth  and  revenue  be  as  surely  derived  from 
the  other  works  to  which  the  committee  have  extended  then- 
investigation,  than  the  one  already  before  you. 

It  would  seem  almost  superfluous  to  name  to  your  honora- 
ble body,  the  projects  to  which  they  allude,  for  they  have 
already  been  agitated.  But  your  committee  cannot  pass  over 
in  silence  the  contemplated  Rail  Road  from  the  termination  of 
the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  to  the  Ohio  river;  also,  a  work 
of  a  similar  nature  to  be  constructed  from  the  termination  of 
the  Wabash  Canal  to  the  Mississippi  river.  Your  committee 
would  recommend  that  as  soon  as  the  State  shall  have  pro- 
cured the  adequate  means,  a  survey  of  the  route,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  each  of  said  Roads  be  immediately  made, 
and  a  report  of  the  feasibility  of  the  projects  be  presented 
before  the  Legislature. 

There  are  ye't  other  objects  which  form  a  part  of  the  sys- 
tem, which  your  committee  recommend  to  your  attention. 
Our  rivers  in  the  interior  are  to  be  improved,  and  the  wants 
■of  the  people  will  sooner  or  later  require  such  improvement. 

Your  committee  would  not  be  willing  to  present  their  views 
in  the  strong  light  in  which  they  have  been  led  to  examine 
the  subject  referred  to  them,  were  there  not  data  upon  which 
those  views  are  founded.  Those  data  your  committee  now 
present  to  you  in  the  statement  herewith  subjoined.  There 
are  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  lots  in  the  town  of  Chicago 
yet  unsold — these,  estimated  at  an  average  value  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  a  lot,  {and  your  committee  have  received  the 
most  satisfactory  proof  that  this  estimate  is  not  too  high,) 
would  produce  the  aggregate  sum  of  §'312,500 

The  Canal  Lots  in  Ottawa  remaining  unsold,  are 

about  250,  which,  at  §200  each,  would  be        -  50,000 

The  276,743  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  Canal 

fund,  estimated  at  §5  per  acre,  is     -  1,383,715 

Fractional  section  15,  adjoining  Chicago,  contain- 
ing say  160  acres,  will  at  this  moment  produce         160,000 
Township  33  north,  in  range  5  east  of  the  3d  prin- 
cipal meridian,  a  plat  of  which  is  not  returned 
to  the  Auditors  office,  say  640  acres,  at  §5,    -  3,200 

Total     $1,909,415 

If  to  this  be  added  the  value  of  immense  water  power  that 

will  be  created  by  the  construction  of  the  Canal,  the  revenue 

to  be  derived  from  the  work  itself,  which  revenue  will  com-' 
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mence  long  before  one  half  of  the  work  shall  he  built,  and 
will  continue  to  increase.  There  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  not  a  hook  left  upon  which  to  hang  a  doubt  as  to 
the  expediency  and  the  practicability  of  immediately  com- 
mencing the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal.  With  these  views, 
your  committee  believe  that  our  commercial  and  agricultural 
interests  imperiously  require  immediate  action — the  credit, 
the  honor,  the  plighted  faith,  the  pride  of  the  State,  demand 
it.  By  doing  this,  the  relation  between  the  different  sections 
of  our  State  will  be  more  closely  drawn;  our  resources  which 
are  now  dormant  for  the  want  of  a  channel  by  which  they 
may  be  distributed,  will  then  be  fully  developed,  and  Illinois 
now  sunk  in  lethargy  and  apathy  will  awake  to  her  strength, 
and  stand  erect  in  all  the  pride  of  a  wealthy  and  enterprising 
member  of  the  confederacy  of  which  she  is  a  member. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  earnestly  recommend 
that  a  bill  be  passed  during  the  present  session  of  this  Legis- 
lature, &c. 

Mr.  Maxwell  moved  that  said  report  be  laid  upon  the  table, 
and  1000  copies  thereof  printed. 

Mr.  Ewing  moved  that  2000  copies  be  printed. 

Whereupon, 

Said  report  was  laid  upon  the  table,  and  2000  copies  order- 
ed to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Maxwell  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  refer- 
red a  bill,  entitled 

"An  act  to  establish  certain  Counties-," 

Reported  the  same  back  with  sundry  amendments. 

Mr.  Gatewood  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking 
out  the  word  "Chippewa"  in  the  sixth  section,  and  inserting 
the  word  "Dunn"  in  lieu  thereof. 

Mr.  Hacker  called  for  a  division  of  the  question. 

And  the  question  being  put  upon  "striking  out," 

It  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Maxwell, 

The  bill  was  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Carroll," 
the  words  "in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Charles  Carroll  of  Car- 
rollton." 

And  thereupon, 

The  amendments  to  said  bill  being  concurred  in  by  the 
Senate, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Strode, 

Said  bill  w7as  laid  upon  the  table. 
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Mr.  Maxwell  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  refer- 
red the  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  entitled 

"An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  regulating  the  times 
of  holding  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts,  and  fixing  the 
salary  of  the  Circuit  Judges,  approved  Feb.  13,  1835;" 

Reported  the  same  back  to  the  Senate  without  amendment. 

Whereupon, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Maxwell, 

Said  bill  was  amended  by  adding  a  fourth  section  thereto,  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  4th.  That  hereafter  the  Supreme  Court  shall  com- 
mence on  the  fourth  Monday  of  June."

"An  act  to  locate  a  State  road  through  Calhoun  and  Pike 
counties,  to  Rushville  in  Schuyler  county:" 

And  then  he  withdrew"* 
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So  much  of  the  Message  from  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  yesterday,  as  relates  to  the  election  of  an  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts, 

Was  read,  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Maxwell, 

Laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Speaker  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from 
the  surviving  commissioners  appointed  to  superintend  the  im- 
provement of  the  navigation  of  the  Kaskaskia  river,  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

The  surviving  Commissioners,  appointed  to  superintend  the 
Improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Kaskaskia  River,  make 
the  following 

REPORT: 

That  since  their  report  to  the  Legislature,  made  on  the  18th 
day  of  December,  1830,  the  board  has  transacted  no  business 
whatever.  By  an  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  at  its  last  Gen- 
eral  Session,  two  thousand  dollars,  which  had  been  appropria- 
ted toward  the  improvement  of  the  Kaskaskia  river  by  an  act 
of  January  19th,  1829,  was  diverted  from  that  object,  and  ap- 
propriated to  the  counties  of  Randolph,  Perry,  Monroe,  Wash- 
ington, St.  Clair,  Clinton,  Fayette,  Marion,  and  Bond,  thus 
leaving  no  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  board  for  the  object  con- 
templated by  the  legislature  when  the  board  was  organized. 
There,  however,  remained  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  com- 
missioners at  the  time  of  the  last  report,  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  forty-eight  and  three-fourth 
cents,  to  meet  some  outstanding  and  unsettled  accounts  of  the 
board.  The  commissioner  in  whose  hands  this  amount  was 
left,  has,  since  the  last  report,  departed  this  life.  The  survi- 
ving commissioners  can  see  no  further  necessithy  of  continu- 
ing the  organization  of  the  board;  but  should  the  legislature 
dissolve  it,  they  would  recommend  that  power  should  be  given 
them  to  collect  the  small  sum  due,  and  employ  it  for  the  pur- 
poses of  settling  up  the  accounts  due  from  the  board,  which 
will  about  meet  it. 

The  board  cannot  dismiss  this  subject  without  recommend- 
ing to  the  serious  attention  of  the  legislature,  the  importance 
of  improving  the  navigation  of  this  beautiful  stream.  Whilst 
contemplated  improvements  are  going  on  throughout  the  State 
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—some  of  them  in  actuai  progress — this  important  work  seems 
to  be  entirely  overlooked.  This  river,  throughout  a  distance 
of  three  hundred  and  fifty  mile?,  passes  through  some  of  the 
most  fertile  counties  in  the  State.  From  Shelby ville,  in  the 
county  of  Shelby,  to  its  mouth,  it  a£ords,  at  all  times,  a  suffi- 
ciency of  water  for  a  slack-water  navigation — from  the  esti- 
mate the  commissioners  have  heretofore  been  enabled  to  make, 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  effect  this  de- 
sirable object.  There  is  found  abundance  of  limestone,  coal 
stone,  and  building  stone,  with  abundance  of  the  finest  timber. 
This  river  is  already  navigable  for  many  miles,  and  a  very 
small  expense,  compared  with  the  great  importance  of  the 
improvement  of  this  river,  would  render  it  navigable  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year.  The  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when 
the  value  and  importance  of  this  stream  will  be  seen,  and  the 
improvement  of  its  navigation  no  longer  deferred.  They, 
therefore,  most  earnestly  hope  that  some  measure  may  be 
adopted  by  the  legislature  to  promote  this  useful  and  neces- 
sary improvement.

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr. 
Prickett  their  Clerk: 

Mr.  Speaker — \  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate,  that  the 
House  of  Representatives  have  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution, viz: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  (the  Senate  concur- 
ring herein,)  That  a  joint  committee  of  five  be  appointed, 
three  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  two 
on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
changing  the  times  of  holding  the  Circuit  Courts  in  the  third 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  that  they  report  by  bill  or  otherwise; 

And  have  appointed  Messrs.  Murphy,  Dunn,  and  Frazer  the 
committee  on  their  part. 

In  the  adoption  of  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate. 

They  have  concurred  with  the  Senate  in  the  adoption  of 
the  preamble  and  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  National  Road 
in  this  State. 

They  have  also  concurred  with  the  Senate  in  the  passage 
of  a  bill,  entitled 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Belleville  and  Mississippi  Rail 
Road  Company;" 

They  have  passed  a  bill  of  the  following  title,  viz: 

"An  act  for  the  construction  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
Canal;'' 
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In  the  passage  of  which,  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate. 

And  he  withdrew. 

Mr.  Snyder  from  the  committee  on  Finance  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  "instructing  them  to  in- 
quire whether  the  laws  and  journals  of  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  were  printed  and  published  within  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law;  and  to  inquire  what 
public  officer  or  officers  were  in  default,  if  any,  reported  as 
follows : 

The  committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Senate,  "instructing  them  to  inquire  whether  the 
laws  and  journals  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
were  printed  and  published  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  bylaw;  and  to  inquire  what  public  officer  or  offi- 
cers were  in  default,  if  any," 

REPORT: 

That  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  af- 
ter much  investigation,  they  are  enabled  to  present  the  sub- 
joined statement  as  collected  from  the  testimony  of  various 
persons  examined  under  oath  before  said  committee.  That  a 
copy  of  the  laws  was  furnished  the  Public  Printer  on  the  1 8th 
day  of  April,  1835,  and  after  they  were  printed  and  bound,  de- 
livered to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  distribution,  at  intervals, 
from  the  30th  July  to  the  18th  October,  1835,  as  follows: 

July  30th,  43  vols.;  31st  July,  154  vols.;  August  10th,  176 
vols. ;"  August  11th,  400  vols.;  August  12th,  200  vols.;  August 
24th,  213  vols.;  Sept.  2d,  400  vols.;  Sept.  3d,  158  vols.;  Sept. 
29th,  200  vols.;  Oct.  4th,  54  vols.;  Oct.  7th,  456  vols.;  Oct. 
9th,  342  vols.;  Oct.  18th,  2  vols.;  which  laws  the  committee 
believe  are  well  printed. 

A  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  Senate  were  delivered  to  the 
Public  Printer,  by  Mr.  Davis,  assistant  secretary  of  the  Senate, 
on  the  30th  March,  1835,  and  were  ready  for  delivery  three 
weeks  previous  to  this  time. 

The  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  were  delivered  to 
the  Public  Printer,  at  intervals,  from  the  adjournment  of  the 
Legislature  up  to  the  6th  August  last.  The  Journals  of  the 
House  were  taken  to  Edwardsville  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
and  there  left  in  the  hands  of  a  Mr.  Randle  to  copy  into  a 
book.  The  original  Journals  were  sent  to  the  Public  Printer 
from  Edwardsville,  in  parcels,  during  the  time  mentioned,  in 
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quantity  of  two  or  three  half  quires  at  a  time.  The  copy  of 
the  Journals,  in  manuscript,  was  at  Edwardsville  until  after 
the  commencement  of  this  Session  of  the  Legislature.  It 
appears  that  the  original  Journals  were  handed  to  the  prin- 
ter, and  a  copy  kept  to  be  deposed  in  the  Secretary's  office. 
There  is  an  omission  or  loss  of  a  part  of  the  Journals  of  the 
House,  which  is  not  well  accounted  for.  The  Public  Printer 
and  others  employed  by  him,  testify  that  all  the  Journals  fur- 
nished was  printed,  and  that  they  never  discovered  the  omis- 
sion until  since  the  meeting  of  the  present  General  Assembly* 
For  further  particulars  in  regard  to  it,  the  committee  refer  to 
a  statement  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, herewith  subjoined. 

The  committee  find  that  a  copy  of  the  Digest  of  the  School 
Laws  was  furnished  the  Public  Printer  about  the  8th  of  April, 
1835,  and  the  following  is  the  dates  at  which  the  Journals  of 
both  Houses  and  the  Digested  School  Laws  were  delivered  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  Public  Printer:  The  Journals 
for  distribution  were  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State  on 
the  29th  Sept.  1835— those  for  the  use  of  the  Secretary's  of- 
fice, on  the  16th  day  of  October. 

The  School  Laws  were  delivered  by  the  Public  Printer  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  as  follows: 

Oct.  6th,  500  copies;  Oct.  7th,  498  copies;  Oct.  9th,  460 
copies;  Oct.  27th,  3434  copies. 

It  will  be  perceived  by  reference  to  an  act  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature, entitled  "An  act  defining  the  duties  of  Public  Printer," 
that  the  printing  of  the  Laws  and  Journals  of  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature  were  by  that  act  to  be  completed  by  the 
Public  Printer,  in  three  months  from  the  time  he  was  furnish- 
ed with  a  copy  of  the  same.  There  is  in  that  act  no  provision 
made  fixing  the  time  at  which  the  copy  of  the  Journals  were 
to  be  furnished  the  Public  Printer;  (the  omission  of  a  part  of 
the  Journals  of  the  House,  the  committee  conceive  to  be  alone 
the  province  of  the  other  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  there- 
fore, refrain  from  expressing  any  opinion  in  relation  to  it.) 
They  have  heretofore  presented  a  bill  for  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  future  against  subsequnt  neglect  of  any  of  the  public 
officers  in  relation  to  the  furnishing,  printing,  and  distributing 
the  Laws  and  Journal*.  It  will  be  perceived  that  the  Laws 
were  printed  within  the  time  fixed  by  law,  but  the  Journals  of 
the  Senate  and  the  School  Laws  were  not.  The  Journal  of 
*he  House  appears  to  have  been  printed  as  the  copy  was  fur- 
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lushed  the  printer.     The  facts  herein  Stated,  show  what  pub- 
He  officers  have  been  in  default. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  a  deduction  should  have 
been  made  from  the  account  of  the  Public  Printer,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  law  regulating  and  defining  his  duties, 
passed  24th  January,  1835.   "The  reasons  assigned  for  not 
making  the  deduction,  are,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  not  be- 
ing a  disbursing  officer,  could  not  consistently  with  the  Con- 
stitution, decide  the  question  of  default  between  the  Public 
Printer  and  the  State,  and  that  the  Public  Printer  having  giv- 
en bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  is  responsi- 
ble upon  that  bond  for  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  the 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law.     The 
committee  believe,  that  the  State  ought  not  to  place  itself  in  a 
worse  condition  in  reference  to  payments  out  of  the  Treasury, 
than  the  law  has  placed  individuals.     The  State  has  an  un- 
doubted right  to  retain  money  claimed  to  be  due  by  individuals 
until  those  individuals  shall   pay  whatever  may  be  due  from 
them  to  the  State.     The  law  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  Pub- 
lic Printer,  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract  with  that  officer, 
and  there  is  nothing  unreasonable  in  requiring  the  disbursing 
officers  of  the  State  to  withhold  all  sums  which  could,  in  an 
action  upon   the  printer's   bond,  be  recovered  from  him  for 
failures  to  perform  his  duty.     If  the  disbursing  officers  decide 
erroneously,  the  Courts  of  Justice  are  open  for  redress,  and 
the  State  would  always  be  willing  to  pay  whatever  the  Courts 
decide  should  be  paid.    It  is  every  day's  practice  for  individuals 
to  claim  the  right  of  set-off,  and  discount;  and  while  they  ac- 
knowledge the  justice  of  a  claim  against  them,  contend  they 
have  a  claim  equally  Valid,  which  should  be  set  off  or  discount- 
ed, and  thus  place  themselves  upon  the  defensive. 

The  committee  are  not  aware  of  any  great  inconvenience 
-which  has,  or  can  result  to  the  people  of  the  State,  by  the  de- 
fault of  the  Public  Printer  in  not  printing  the  Journal  of  the 
Senate  within  the  time  required  by  law — but  great  inconve- 
nience has  resulted  from  the  want  of  the  publication  of  the 
School  Laws.  They  believe  that  every  public  officer  ought 
to  be  liberally  and  promptly  paid,  and  that  in  return,  a  strict 
■compliance  with  the  laws  on  their  part  ought  to  be  exacted. 
If  officers  of  the  Government  are  allowed  to  disregard  the 
law  with  impunity,  and  especially  that  class  of  officers  who 
are  beyond  the  reach  of  the  people,  and  who,  from  the  nature 
of  their  employment,  must  necessarily  be  trusted  with  the  exe* 
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cuiion  of  the  laws,  the  consequences  to  the  people  and  State 
must  be  of  a  character  highly  injurious  and  detrimental. 

The  committee  having  reported  a  bill,  as  before  stated,  to 
provide  against  future  delinquencies,  submit  for  adoption,  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  That 
the  Executive  of  the  State  cause  suit  to  be  instituted  upon  the 
bond  of  the  Public  Printer  to  recover  the  penalties  provided 
by  law  for  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Public  Printer  to  print 
the  Journal  of  the  Senate  of  the  first  session  of  the  present 
General  Assembly,  and  for  a  failure  to  print  the  Digest  of  the 
Laws  in  relation  to  schools  and  school  lands,  &c,  prepared  by 
Joint  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  within  the  time  re- 
quired by  law. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
furnish  the  Public  Printer  with  a  copy  of  that  part  of  the 
Journal  of  the  House,  during  the  first  session  of  the  present 
General  Assembly,  which  was  omitted  in  the  printing  of  said 
Journal,  and  that  the  same  be  printed  with  the  Journal  of  the 
House  of  the  present  session — that  the  Clerk  in  furnishing 
the  copy,  shall  make  a  note  of  reference,  referring  to  the  page 
and  date  of  the  printed  Journal  where  the  omission  occurred.

Hon.  A.  W.  Snyder,  Chairman  of  the 

Committee  on  Finance,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate: 

Sir — In  justification  of  myself,  I  am  constrained  to  address 
the  committee  in  relation  to  an  omission  in  the  printed  copy 
of  the  last  journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  I  stated 
in  my  examination  before  the  committee,  that  in  consequence 
of  the  situation  of  my  family,  I  was  compelled  to  leave  Ed- 
wardsville  early  in  the  season,  and  entrust  to  another  person 
the  copying  and  transmission  of  the  copy  to  the  Public  Prin- 
ter. To  say  that  Mr.  Sawyer  received  all  the  copy,  I  cannot 
— although  I  cannot  perceive  how  so  small  a  portion  of  the 
journal  could  have  miscarried — more  particularly,  as  the  per- 
son who  sent  the  copy  assures  me  that  all  was  sent  by  persons 
that  could  be  relied  on  for  the  safe  delivery  of  the  same.  I 
am  also  led  to  believe  that  the  copy  must  have  been  received 
from  the  fact,  that  Mr.  Sawyer  did  not  know  of  the  omission 
until  it  was  pointed  out  to  him  since  the  commencement  of 
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the  present  session.  Kit  was  not  received,  and  he  had  paid 
the  least  attention  to  the  journal,  he  must  have  perceived  the 
omission,  and  by  informing  me  of  it,  he  could  have  been  fur- 
nished with  another  copy  in  a  few  days.  I  am  informed  that 
the  citizens  of  this  town  suffered  very  much  last  summer  with 
sickness,  and  that  some  of  the  journeymen  of  Mr.  Sawyer 
were  among  the  afflicted.  By  a  change  of  workmen  upon 
the  journal,  and  during  sickness,  the  omission  might  easily 
have  been  made  and  no  notice  taken  of  it,  and  at  the  same 
time  Mr.  Sawyer  be  in  possession  of  the  whole  copy.  If  the 
whole  copy  of  the  journal  omitted,  was  never  received  by  Mr. 
Sawyer,  I  can  assure  the  committee  that  I  exceedingly  regret 
it,  and  would,  if  in  my  power,  make  every  emendation. 

If  I  am  in  fault,  I  hope  to  be  excused,  as  it  is  the  first  omis- 
sion of  duty  with  which  I  can  be  justly  charged  since  I  have 
had  the  honor  of  being  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives.

The  committee  on  Finance  to  which  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Timothy  Guard  and  others,  securities  of  James  Cald- 
well, former  commissioner  of  the  sales  of  Saline  lands  of  Gal- 
latin county,  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

That  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  the  19th  February,  1833,  a  settlement  of  the  accounts 
of  the  commissioners  was  made  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts up  the  30th  November,  1832,  at  which  time  there  was 
a  balance  due  from  the  commissioner  of  §'738  28.  It  appears 
from  a  report  of  the  present  commissioner  of  sales,  that  the 
said  Caldwell  made  sales  of  land  from  8th  November,  1832,  to 
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llth  March,  1833,  to  the  amount  of  #490,  which  has  not  beet* 
accounted  for.  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled' 
"An  act  further  to  amend  the  act  concerning  the  Saline  Re- 
serves, a  Penitentiary,  and  certain  navigable  streams,"  appro- 
ved 15th  February,  1831,  the  commissioner  was  required  to- 
"enter  into  an  additional  bond,  payable  to  the  Governor  and 
his  successors  in  office,  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  with  security  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  Gover- 
nor, in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties;"  and  it  was  further  provi- 
ded, "that  if  the  said  commissioner  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  requisition  of  this  act,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ol*  July 
next,  his  office  should  be  deemed  vacant,  and  the  Governor 
shall  fill  such  sa  in  other  cases." 

The  petitioners  allege  that  the  commissioner  did  not  enter  into 
the  bond  as  required  by  the  law,  and  that  his  office  was  vaca- 
ted on  the  first  of  July,  1831.  The  committee  have  caused 
an  examination  to  be  made  in  the  public  offices,  to  ascertain 
when  the  bond  was  entered  into,  and  find  that  the  bond  is 
dated  23d  June,  1831 — was  received  in  the  Secretary's  office 
on  the  4th  of  July,  1831,  and  was  approved  by  the  Governor 
on  the  21st  July,  1831.  The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that 
by  the  failure  of  the  commissioner  to  enter  into  the  bond  on 
or  before  the  the  first  of  July,  1831,  produced  a  vacancy  in  the 
office — that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  have  made  a 
new  appointment,  and  that  the  petitioners  are  not  responsible- 
for  any  act  after  the  vacancy  occurred.  The  question  as  to 
the  amount  due  the  State  on  the  1st  July,  1831,  cannot  be 
answered  with  certainty.  This  must  necessarily  depend  upon 
the  application  of  credits.  If  the  securities  have  a  right  to 
apply  the  credits  to  the  oldest  indebtedness,  the  whole  amount 
received  up  to  the  1st  July,  1831,  could  be  accounted  for,  and 
if  the  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements  be  closed  on  that 
date,  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  from  the  accounts,  as  settled 
according  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  19th  February, 
1833,  the  amount  of  disbursements  actually  made  previous  to 
that  time,  besides  credits,  were  allowed  by  that  resolution, 
without  any  direction  as  to  the  time  at  which  those  credits 
should  have  been  entered.  The  petitioners  state  that  they 
have  the  legal  title  to  three  lots  in  the  town  of  Equality,  num- 
bered 33,  34,  35 — all  enclosed  and  improved  by  the  erection 
of  valuable  buildings — that  they  hold  the  lots  as  an  indemnity 
to  therm  against  all  losses  which  they  may  sustain,  in  conse- 
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quence  of  their  securityship,  and  they  propose  to  surrender 
those  lots  to  the  State  upon  being  released  from  further  liabili- 
ty, and  upon  receiving  §178  paid  by  them  to  secure  the  title 
to  the  lots.  The  lots  and  improvements  are  estimated  to  be 
worth  from  .§800  to  §1000.  From  all  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  pe- 
titioners ought  to  be  released  upon  their  conveying  to  the  State 
a  good  title  for  the  lots;  and  they,  therefore,  report  a  bill  for 

"An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  securities  of  James  Caldwell, 
deceased,  former  commissioner  for  the  sale  of  Saline  lands  in 
Gallatin  county;" 

Which  said  bill  was  read,  and 

Ordered  to  a  second  reading;  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gatewood, 

The  rule  of  the  Senate  was  dispensed  with,  and  said  bill 
was  read  the  second  time  by  its  title,  and 

Re-committed  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

Mr.  Gatewood  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Shawneetown,  pray- 
ing the  incorporation  of  an  Insurance  Company,  reported  a 
bill  for 

"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Shawneetown  Insurance  Com- 
pany;"

Whereas,  the  commercial  relations  of  the  port  of  Chicago 
on  Lake  Michigan  in  this  State,  are  of  an  extensive  and  great- 
ly increasing  character,  and  from  its  position,  may  afford  in- 
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ducements  to  such  as  are  residing  in  parts  beyond  the  United 
States,  who  might  feel  no  repugnance  in  violating  the  revenue

ternal government  has  been  administered,  and  the  gross  par- 
tialities and  acts  of  injustice  .to  some  that  have  been  provision- 
ally appointed,  and  the  undue  influence  which  has  been  emi- 
nently exerted  by  the  powerful  and  wealthy,  over  those  who 
control  and  regulate  its  affairs — Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  of  Illinois,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be 
instructed,  and  our  Representatives  requested  to  use  their  ut- 
most endeavors  to  procure  a  reformation  of  this  institution,  to 
prevent  the  continuance  of  the  present  abuses,  and  so  alter 
the  present  mode  of  admission  thereto,  as  to  throw  open  the 
mean*  of  admission  to  the  .ohilur en  of  indigent  and  meritori- 
ous citizens. 
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Resolved,  That  if  the  above  object  cannot  be  attained,  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  are  hereby  instruct- 
ed and  requested  to  use  their  exertions  to  have  said  institution 
abolished. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to 
cause  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions  to  be 
furnished  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress.

conclusion,  from  the  following  facts,  viz:  The  timber  around 
the  Salt  Wells  has  been  entirely  cut  off  for  miles  in  every  di- 
rection— that  to  continue  the  manufactory  of  salt  at  that 
place,  at  the  present  low  price  of  that  article,  is  impossible, 
without  an  entire  change  in  the  mode  of  manufacture,  (that 
is,)  substituting  coal  for  fuel  instead  of  wood.  Some  experi- 
ments of  that  kind  have  been  made  and  abandoned,  and  the 
probability  is,  they  will  not  be  recurred  to  while  the  property 
belongs  to  the  public,  and  consequently,  the  property  will 
dwindle  into  nothing  and  become  entirely  useless;  but  on  the 
other  hand,  if  it  is  sold  to  individuals,  who,  having  the  fee  sim- 
ple, they  will  be  stimulated  to  not  only  prosecute  the  manu- 
facture with  coal,  but  will  make  further  experiments  for  water, 
and  in  case  of  success,  the  works  will  be  greatly  enlarged,  as 
your  committee  is  informed  the  prospects  are  flattering  for  an 
almost  inexhaustible  quantity  of  water;  but  as  the  obtaining 
it  at  any  particular  spot,  is  somewhat  uncertain,  and  attended 
with  much  expense,  individuals  will  not  expend  their  money 
in  it  unless  they  should  have  the  freehold,  if  successful.     The 


committee  will  observe,  that  there  are  many  wells  that  have 
hitherto  been  worked  that  are  now  idle,  and  although  the  State 
has  held  out  inducements  for  several  years  past,  for  persons 
to  explore  for  better  water,  yet  nothing  short  of  a  freehold 
estate,  will,  we  are  of  opinion,  have  the  effect  to  start  experi- 
ments of  that  kind.  Salt  in  many  places  is  made  by  sponta- 
neous evaporation,  even  in  higher  latitudes  than  this;  but  to 
prepare  for  manufacturing  in  this  way,  considerable  capital  is 
required,  so  much  so,  that  no  one  will  be  found  to  undergo  the 
expense  upon  a  lease  for  a  term  of  years.  They  would  also 
represent  that,  from  the  great  facilities  of  navigation,  salt  is 
thrown  into  almost  every  part  of  the  State,  at  a  less  price 
than  it  can  be  made  for  at  our  Saline,  under  the  present  state 
of  improvement;  and  unless  something  can  be  done  to  induce 
individual  enterprise,  the  property  will  very  shortly  be  useless, 
and  the  legislation  heretofore  on  this  subject,  has  been  liberal, 
and  for  many  years  persisted  in  without'  effect.  They  would 
also  represent  that,  as  an  inducement  to  purchasers,  they 
would  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  out  of  the  sales  to 
improve  the  navigation  of  the  Saline  creek,  as  they  are  of 
opinion,  that  by  so  doing,  the  property  v/ill  be  enhanced  in 
value  more  than  the  cost  of  effecting  that  object.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  Salines  be  sold,  and  a  liberal  appro- 
priation be  made  to  improve  the  Saline  creek,  and  the  balance 
arising  from  the  sale  of  said  property,  be  appropriated  to  ob- 
jects of  internal  improvement.

Now  the  committee 
must  have  obtained  this  information  from  senator  Thomas  of 
Morgan  county,  and  one  of  their  own  body,  in  whose  hand 
writing  this  part  of  the  report  appears.  Whether  senator 
Thomas  made  this  statement  on  his  corporeal  oath  or  oath  of 
officeis  of  little  consequence;  that  it  was  made  on  oath  is  certain, 
or  it  would  not  have  appeared  in  the  report."

Mr.  Snyder,  from  the  select  committee  to  which  was  refer- 
red the  communication  of  the  Hon.  William  Thomas,  one  of 
the  Senators  from  Morgan  county,  in  relation  to  a  certain  pub-

Heation  recently  made  by  John  Y.  Sawyer,  Public  Printer, 
made  the  following  report,  viz: 

"The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation of  William  Thomas,  a  member  of  the  Senate  from  Morgan 
county,  praying  an  investigation  of  certain  charges  preferred 
against  him  by  John  Y.  Sawyer,  Public  Printer,  in  his  news- 
paper of  the  6th  January,  1836,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

"That  early  in  the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
a  resolution,  proposed  by  Mr.  Maxwell,  was  adopted  by  the 
Senate,  requiring  the  committee  on  Finance  to  inquire  whether 
the  Laws  and  Journals  of  the  last  session  of  the  General  As* 
sembly  were  printed  and  published  within  the  time,  and  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law;  and  to  inquire  what  public  officer 
or  officers,  were  in  default,  if  any.  The  Standing  Committee 
on  Finance,  consisting  of  Messrs,  Snyder,  Servant,  Mills, 
Herndon  and  Thomas,  according  to  the  order  of  the  Senate, 
entered  into  an  investigation  of  the  matters  submited  by  the 
resolution,  and  made  a  report,  in  which  is  embodied  the  sub- 
stance of  the  evidence  given  by  various  witnesses,  called  and 
examined  before  them. 

"The  Committee  say  in  that  report — 'The  Committee  find 
that  a  copy  of  the  Digest  of  the  School  Law  was  furnished 
the  Public  Printer,  about  the  8th  day  of  April,  1835.'  The 
Public  Printer,  John  Y.  Sawyer,  in  his  paper,  published  on 
the  6th  January,  1836,  published  an  article  commenting 
on  the  report  of  The  Committee,  in  which  he  says — 'It  now 
becomes  my  duty  to  myself  and  my  friends,  to  speak  of  the 
Digest  of  the  School  Laws;  and  having  just  seen  the  report  of 
the  Committee  above  mentioned,  in  which  they  say  in  relation 
to  this  subject— "The  committee  find  that  a  copy  of  the  Di- 
gest of  the  School  Laws,  was  furnished  the  Public  Printer 
about  the  8th  day  of  April,  1835."  Now  the  Committee  must- 
have  obtained  thes  information  from  Senator  Thomas,  of  Mor- 
gan county,  and  one  of  their  own  body,  in  whose  hand  writing 
this  part  of  the  report  appears.  Whether  Senator  Thomas 
made  this  state  on  his  corporal  Oath,  or  oath  of  office,  is  of  little 
consequence;  that  it  was  made  on  oath,  is  certain,  or  it  would 
not  have  appeared  in  the  report.' 

"The  Committee  find  that  the  part  of  the  report  stated  by 
the  Public  Printer  to  be  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr.  Thomas, 
is  not  in  his  hand  writing,  but  is  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr. 
Snyder;  that  the  statement  of  the  Public  Printer,  that  thatpart 
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of  the  report  appears  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr.  Thomas,  is 
entirely  destitute  of  truth. 

"It  appears  that  the  Public  Printer  saw  the  report  before 
he  made  the  publication,  if  be  knew  the  hand  writing  of 
Senator  Thomas,  he  was  guilty  of  a  wilful  falsehood,  in  stating 
that  that  part  of  the  repo  t  was  in  his  hand  writing:  if  he  did 
not  know  Mr.  Thomas*  band  writing,  he  was  guilty  of  false- 
hood, in  stating  that  to  be  true  which  he  did  not  know.  But 
the  Committee  are  satisfied  that  he  did  know  the  hand  writing 
of  both  Mr.  Thomas  and  M.  Snyder,  and  that  he  was,  there- 
fore, guilty  of  a  wilful  falsehood. 

"The  Committee  further  find,  that  it  is  not  true,  that  the 
Committee  on  Finance  obtained  the  information  as  to  the  date 
at  which  the  Digest  of  the  School  Laws  was  furnished  to  the 
Public  Printer,  from  Senator  Thomas.  They  find  that  Senator 
Thomas  did  not  state  to  the  Committee,  either  on  oath  or  other- 
wise, the  date  at  which  those  Laws  wTere  furnished  to  the  Pub- 
lic Printer;  but  on  the  contrary,  he  stated  to  the  Committee 
that  he  did  not  know  when  the  copy  was  furnished. 

"The  statement  of  the  Public  Printer,  that  'The  Committee 
must  have  obtained  the  information  from  Senator  Thomas,  of 
Morgan  county,'  is  totally  destitute  of  truth.  The  Public 
Printer  was  examined  on  oath,  before  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, and  was  asked  to  state  the  time  at  which  he  received 
the  Digest  of  the  School  Laws.  It  was  his  duty  upon  that  ex- 
amination, to  have  stated  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
but  the  truth;  and  if  he  had  done  this,  he  would  have  prevent- 
ed any  error  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  in  fixing  dates. 

"The  Committee  find  that  the  testimony  taken  before  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  was  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  over 
to  the  witnesses  examined,  at  the  time  of  their  examination. 
The  testimony  of  the  Public  Printer,  in  reference  to  the  time 
at  which  the  Digest  of  the  School  Law  was  furnished  him,  is, 
that  'The  School  Laws  were  furnished  the  Printer  in  the  month 
of  May/ 

"If  this  statement  be  true,  and  if  the  Digest  was  not  furnish- 
ed him  until  the  last  day  of  May,  the  Public  Printer  would 
still  be  in  default,  in  the  printing,  as  the  testimony  taken  be- 
fore the  Committee  on  Finance,  proves  that  the  printing  was 
not  completed  until  the  month  of  October:  and  it  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  the  publication  of  the  Public  Printer,  that  he 
does  not  pretend  that  he  printed  the  School  Laws  within  the 
time  req.uu*ed  by  law ;  and  it  is  shown  before  this  Committee 
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that  he  did  not  pretend,  when  on  oath  before  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  that  he  had  printed  those  Laws  within  the  time  re- 
quired by  law. 

"It  appears  in  evidence  before  this  Committee,  that  after  the 
testimony  before  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  all  taken,  it 
was  delivered  to  Mr.  Snyder,  the  Chairman,  to  make  out  the 
report.  He  wrote  a  report  embracing  all  the  facts,  and  pre- 
sented it  to  Mr.  Thomas  to  examine,  and  to  make  such  addi- 
tions as  he  thought  proper.  Mr.  Thomas  made  some  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  the  report,  and  added  the  resolution  re- 
quiring the  Public  Printer  to  be  sued,  and  the  omitted  Journals 
of  the  House  to  be  printed.  The  report  was  then  presented  to 
all  the  members  of  the  Committee,  and  agreed  to.  It  then  be- 
came the  act  of  the  whole  Committee.  This  Committee  are 
satisfied  that  there  was  an  error  in  the  report,  in  regard  to  the 
time  at  which  the  School  Laws  were  furnished  the  Public 
Printer.  But  if  the  evidence  of  the  Public  Printer  is  to  be 
believed,  upon  this  point,  no  injustice  was  done  to  him  by  the 
Committee,  as  he  would  have  been  as  clearly  liable  to  be  sued 
for  a  default  in  not  printing  those  Laws  in  time,  as  if  the  state- 
ment had  been,  that  the  Laws  were  furnished  him  on  the  last 
day  of  May.  The  error  appears  to  have  occurred  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  Snyder,  in  the  reading  of  the  testimony  of  Levi  Davis, 
as  reduced  to  writing  before  the  Committee,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"That  on  the  30th  March,  1835,  he  delivered  to  John  Y. 
Sawyer,  Public  Printer,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
complete;  that  said  copy  was  ready  for  delivery  about  three 
weeks  before  it  was  delivered,  and  he  informed  the  Public 
Printer  that  it  was  ready.  The  Public  Printer  then  stated  that 
he  was  not  ready  to  print  the  Journal,  as  he  had  not  his  paper. 
He  stated  that  within  a  week  after  he  received  the  copy  of  the 
Digest  of  the  School  Laws  from  the  Committee,  he  delivered 
the  copy  to  the  Public  Printer.  Mr.  Snyder  understood  the 
testimony  to  mean,  that  within  a  week  after  the  delivery  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Senate  to  the  Public  Printer,  the  School 
Laws  were  delivered;  whereas,  the  witness,  no  doubt  intended 
to  say,  that  within  a  week  after  the  copy  of  the  School  Laws 
were  delivered  to  him  by  the  Committee,  he  delivered  it  to  the 
Public  Printer. 

"From  the  foregoing  statement,  your  Committee  are  forced  to 
the  conclusion,  that  the  rankest  injustice  has  been  done  to  the 
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Committee  on  Finance,  as  well  as  to  the  character  and  conduct 
of  Senator  Thomas. 

"The  more  we  cherish  the  freedom  of  the  press  as  the  surest 
safeguard  of  the  liberties  of  the  people,  the  more  deeply  must 
we  deprecate  that  licentiousness  which  wantonly  and  mali- 
ciously impugns  the  motives  or  acts  of  innocent  individuals. 
Nor  can  it  be  considered  otherwise  than  as  a  high  aggravation, 
to  assail,  without  cause,  the  conduct  of  public  functionaries,  in 
the  faithful  discharge  of  a  trust  delegated  to  them  by  the  peo- 
ple. Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following,  as  the  expression  of  the  sentiment  of  the 
Senate: 

"Resolved,  That  not  a  shade  of  suspicion  attaches  to  the 
character  or  conduct  of  Senator  Thomas,  whom  we  consider 
entitled  to  the  undiminished  respect  and  confidence  of  this 
body. 

"Resolved,  That  the  false  and  reckless  charge  of  perjury, 
preferred  by  John  Y.  Sawyer,  against  one  of  our  own  body, 
ought  to  be  repelled  with  indignation,  and  to  be  met  with  the 
most  unqualified  reprobation" — 

Which  was  read,  and 

Concurred  in.

A  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr. 
Scates: 

"Mr.  Speaker — The  House  of  Representatives  have  con- 
curred with  the  Senate,  in  the  passage  of  the  bill  from  the  Se- 
nate, entitled 

"An  act  declaring  a  road  therein  named  a  State  road,"  as 
amended  by  them; 

In  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate." 

And  he  withdrew. 

Mr.  Maxwell  read  the  following  p  rotest,  viz : 

We  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  in  the  exercise  of  our  constitutional  rights,  do  hereby 
protest  against  the  passage  of  certain  resolutions  adopted  by 
this  body  on  the  9th  day  of  December,  1835,  censuring  the 
honorable  Martin  Van  Buren,  and  nominating  Hugh  Lawson- 
White,  for  the  next  presidency. 

Under  the  constitution  of  our  State,  we  claim  the  right  to 
record  upon  the  Journals  of  this  Senate,  the  following  reasons 
for  this  our  protest.  But  in  so  doing,  we,  each  for  ourselves,, 
disavow  any  intention  to  cast  opprobium  upon  the  name  of 
Judge  White:  but  on  the  contrary,  we  remember  with  plea- 
sure his  past  services  in  sustaining  the  patriotic  principles  of 
the  republican  party.  And  we  cam  now  only  regret  that  he 
should  at  any  time  have  suffered  himself  to  swerve  from  the 
path  of  political  rectitude,  and  become  an  instrument  in  the 
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hands  of  the  enemies  of  the  people.  We  regret  that  any  man 
could  be  found  in  the  ranks  of  the  great  republican  party  of 
this  nation,  so  unmindful  of  his  obligations  to  his  friends,  and 
to  the  country,  as  to  lend  his  name  for  so  improper  a  purpose* 

We  protest  against  the  passage  of  those  resolutions,  prece- 
ded by  such  a  preamble,  because  neither  they  nor  the  states 
ments  in  said  preamble,  have  any  foundation  in  truth.  But 
they  consist  in  a  tissue  of  misrepresentations,  couched  in  lan- 
guage altogether  unbecoming  this  honorable  body,  and  impro- 
per to  be  spread  upon  its  journals. 

We  protest  against  their  passage,  because  they  are  an  unjust, 
and  most  unwarrantable  attack  upon  our  highly  talented  and 
patriotic  statesman,  Martin  Van  Buren,  in  whose  political  ex- 
perience, unbending  integrity,  and  tried  patriotism,  we  have 
the  most  implicit  confidence. 

We  have  been  elected  by  the  people,  and  clothed  by  the 
constitution  with  power  to  exercise  legislative  functions  for  the 
common  good,  and  we  believe  that  the  passage  of  thos*e  reso- 
lutions was  out  of  the  line  of  our  constitutional  duties  as  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people. 

We  do  not  intend  to  deny  the  right  of  the  different  mem- 
bers of  this  body,  to  express  their  preference,  and  to  choose 
between  the  different  candidates  for  public  favor.  But  a  de- 
cent regard  for  the  people  who  elected  us,  and  for  the  honor 
and  character  of  this  Seriate,  would  seem  to  dictate,  that  such 
preference  should  be  couched  in  language  of  truth  and  sober- 
ness, keeping  always  in  view  the  public  good,  and  a  regard  for 
the  feelings  and  reputation  of  those  opposed  to  us  in  senti- 
ment. 

We  believe,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  avowing  that  convic* 
tion,  that  the  people  whom  we  represent  on  this  floor,  a:e  a- 
bundantiy  able  and  fully  competent,  without  any  dictation  from 
us,  to  judge  properly,  and  decide  correctly  upon  the  merits  and 
demerits  of  the  different  candidates  for  their  favor,  and  that  it 
is  not  necessary  to  the  public  safety  that  this  Senate  should  re- 
solve itself  into  a  caucus  for  the  purpose  of  dictating  to  the 
people  who  they  may,  or  may  not  vote  for,  for  the  next  presi- 
dency. 

We  regard  the  people  as  the  true  source  of  power,  and  in 
their  decision  we  are  resolved  to  acquiesce.  We  repudiate,  as 
improper  and  highly  censurable,  the  efforts  constantly  making 
by  a  few  disaffected  partizans,  to  slander  our  most  worthy  pub- 
lic officers  and  talented  statesmen,  and  to  array  the  north  a- 
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gainst  the  south,  and  State  against  State.  We  fear  that  the 
efforts  of  those  persons  proceeds  from  an  intention  to  deceive 
and  mislead  the  people,  and  to  procure  for  themselves  and  their 
partizans  office  and  power. 

We  protest  against  the  passage  of  those  resolutions,  because 
we  are  opposed  to  the  nomination  of  Hugh  L.  White  for  the 
next  presidency.  We  believe  he  has  been  brought  out  by  the 
opponents  of  the  present  administration  to  divide  and  defeat 
the  democratic  party.  We  come  to  this  conviction  from  the 
fact,  that  a  great  majority  of  the  persons  throughout  the  na- 
tion now  in  the  support  of  Hugh  L.  White,  and  a  majority  of 
the  members  upon  this  floor  who  are  supporting  those  resolu- 
tions, ever  have  been  the  most  violent  opponents  of  General 
Jackson's  administration,  and  the  supporters  of  the  bank. 
Those  persons  are  now  eulogizing  Judge  White  for  his  firm- 
ness and  patriotism,  in  sustaining  those  very  measures  which 
they  themselves  were  then  clamorous  in  opposing.  Those 
persons  have  always  been  opposed  to  General  Jackson,  and  to 
all  the  most  salutary  measures  adopted  under  his  administra- 
tion for  the  honor  of  the  nation  and  the  good  of  its  citizens: 
and  they  are  now  preferring  as  a  serious  charge  against  Mr. 
Van  Buren,  that  he  did  not  support  Gen.  Jackson  soon  enough. 
As  to  the  sincerity  and  good  intentions  of  those  gentlemen  in 
making  those  charges,  we  leave  the  people  to  judge. 

We  acknowledge  with  pleasure  that  every  man  who  is  eligi- 
ble to  an  office,  has  an  undoubted  right  to  become  a  candidate 
for  the  same.  But  we  aver,  that  the  sovereign  people  have 
also  an  undoubted  right  to  assemble  together  in  public  con- 
vention to  consult  for  their  common  good.  .  And  when  thus  as- 
sembled, to  nominate  candidates  for  office,  or  do  any  other 
peaceable  and  lawful  act  that  to  them  may  seem  most  condu- 
cive to  the  public  welfare.  And  that  it  is  an  unwarrantable 
stretch  of  power  on  the  part  of  this  Senate,  to  attempt  to  in- 
terfere with  this  constitutional  privilege,  so  dear  and  valuable 
to  the  people  of  this  republic. 

For  those  and  other  reasons,  we  the  undersigned,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  our  constitutional  privileges  as  senators,  and  in  the 
name  of  our  constituents,  do  solemnly  protest  against  the  pas- 
sage of  the  preamble  and  resolutions  above  alluded  to,  and 
demand  this  our  protest,  and  the  reasons  aforesaid,  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  Journals  of  this  Senate.
